But you are called this day to Magnihie the Work 
of God in comfortable Providences, and to Litt up his 
Name, whillt he is Lifting you up in Deliverances, and 
Heart-chearing Diſpenſations. *Tis true, we cannot Mag- 
nitie any work of God, by making any addition to it, or 
making 1t greater than it 1s; but we ſhould magnihe eve- 
ry work of God, by giving it 1ts full dimenſions in our 
Conſiderations of it, and ſuitable AﬀeCtions to it. The 
Works of the | ord are great, ſought out of all them that have 
pleaſure therein, (P/ſal. 111, 2.) Wethen Magnthe them, 
when we ſearch them out, when we ponder and weigh 
them in all their Circumſtances, and this muſt needs aftord 
ſingular ]'leaſure to an ingenuous Spirit; to a ſandtified 
Soul. OhPtis {weet to trace the tootiteps of God, along 
thoſe pleaſant Paths of Mercy and Salvation, whereia he 
hath walked towards his Church and People.

i. Mbat are the things which make any work of Mercy or 
Deliverazzce truly Great ? I Anſwer, 

(1.) A Work of dercy or Deliverance doth then deſerve 
the Name of Great, when it involves our Spiritual; as 
well as our Civil and Natural Comtarts 1n it, and reſcues 
our Souls as well as Bodics trom Ruin*and Deſtruction, 
Temporal Mercics have their valuc, tis no {mall Mercy 
to have our Eſtates, Laberties, and Lives {eccured trom 

-__——— — Ce aro... 
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Rapine and Violence. Deborah celebrated this Mercy in 
her Song of Praiſe (Juag. 5. 6, 7,11.) ?Twas a ſad time 
Tol Iſs ael, when they were barred from their Fountains, 
and forced to creep through by-ways and Woods by Night 
for fear of the Enemy. \Vhen the Courts of Juitice were 
ſtopt, and there were no Judyes in the Gates : *{herctore 
the F'eople arc here excited to Praiſe the Lord, tor their 
Deliverance from theſe CalJamities. 

But it is a far greater Miſcry to be cut oft trom the 
Wells of Salvation, to be barr'd trom the Springs of Or- 
dinances, to be forced to creep through By and Obſcure 
\Ways to get Bread for our Souls,. to have our Teachers 
driven into Corners ( which had like to have bcen the 
Caſc of us herein Englana; Nay Was ſo 10 IJrelaua) now 
to be dclivered from {uch Miſeries, is a Mercy above ai! 

value. Liverty to ſerve the Lord our God without Fear, 
Liber without a Snare or Hook in it, True i'rote: ban: 

Liberty, and a well ſettled and durable Liberiv ; tor tuch 
is that we now enjoy (bleſſed be our God tor it) w hat 
Soul can dilate it {elt wide enough to take 11 the Adiquare 
Senſe of iuch a Mercy ? 

We were glad of Liberty from ovr Fnemics, vv {1.n mf 
Fears and Jeal 0. ifies much darkned the Luſtre of it; but

Cardinal Poo! once abuſed that place ot the Trophet 
Tſaiah, in his Letter ro Pope J«!r«s the 3d. applying it to 
the ſudden Change of Ezglaud to Popery, in the begin- 
ning of Quecn Mary's Reign. But we are called this day 
to lanaific the Name of God in a work of Providence, 
wherein the Lord indeed hath fultilled it bctore our eyes : 
So great and ſudden! Our King was jult upon the very 
brink of deſtruCtion, and yet eſcaped : which 1t He had 
not done, how had the Conſpirators been reinforced by
